— The 
election of Dr. Edm und Ezra Day. an 
internationally known social scien­ 
tist and economist, as the fifth 
president of Cornel university was 
announced Sunday. 
The 53-year-old New’ Englander 
will assume office next June 30 upon 
the retirem ent of Dr. Livingston 
Farrand, who will bring to a close 
seventeen years of service to the 
university. 
Doctor Day is best known to the 
educational world as the director for

“G em ein House” 
Do you know that the second 
house built in Bethlehem, now the 
oldest in the city, is still sanding 
and is open to visitors? 
The word “gemein” means con­ 
gregation or family, thus “gemein 
hon: e” means 
"family house” 
or 
"congregation house.” It was built 
l y Die Moravians in two sections. 
The first or east wing was erected 
in 1741, and the west section was 
added in 1743. 
A replica of the 
criginal house was erected by the 
D. A. R., thus making the "gemein 
house'' today also the oldest house 
still standing in Bethlehem. 
This building was the first place 
<-)< worship in Bethlehem. 
It was 
also a home for the clergy, among 
whom were ZigizendorS, Spangenberg 
and Nitschmann, Ettwein, and Sei­ 
del. 
This place was too the only 
sc bool for Hie teaching of the Indian 
language. A treaty of friendship be­ 
tween Nanticoke and Shawnee In­ 
dians and Moravian Brethren was 
made in 1752. Many notable con­ 
ferences in the Colonial and Revo­ 
lutionary days were held in this 
‘ gemein house” has been turned 
into ft Moravian home for old peo­ 
ple. 
In the historic hallway are many 
old prints and engravings. 
In the 
ciinig room is royal blue china. 
Old hinges on the doors attract at­ 
tention. Pi re-places and bake ovens, 
wall closets, and the original floors 
are of great interest to visitors. 
A secret passage from the attic 
in the “gemein house” to the Sis­ 
ters' House, which is a stone build­ 


ing, should not be overlooked by 
those visiting this 
historic spot. 
There are no admission charges. 


H unkers Mill 
Do you know that at Kunkel’s 
mill in York county, is an ancient 
roilstone said to have been used to 
grind corn for the Indians and 
early white settlers? 
Kunkel’s mill is located on route 
136 and along Conewago creek, 
about one mile southeast of Alpine, 
in Warrington township. It is said 
that the millstone is in a state of 
line preservation. The Susquehan- j 
nock Indians spent 
their fishing | 
seasons on the Susquehanna river j 
near Safe Harbor. 
It was during ! 
these fishing seasons that the In- j 
diana brought corn to the old mill j 
for grinding.
